It is understood, how- 
ever, that an cxchange of ratifications within a 
fortnight is obligatory. 

IGNATIEFF. 

Lonpox, March §.—A special dated San 
Stefano, Monday, says Gen. Ignatieff will go to 
Constantinople to-morrow. It is not certain 
whether the Grand Duke Nicholas will accom- 
pany him. The Grand Duke will remain in Tur- 
key some weeks.

THE CONGRESS.

THE SILVER LAW. 
TREASURY PROGRAMME. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasuineorton, D. C., March 4.—It is the ex- 
pectation of the President that the principal 
and interest of the public debt will continue for 
some time at least to be paid in gold, and be- 
fore silver dollars enough can be obtained to 
make them availabic for payment of interest 
on bonds and the principal of those taken up 
they will, if the hopes of silver men are realized, 
be equal to gold. The Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry will not offer to pay part of the interest in 
silver and part in gold, and ashe will have in 
the Treasury vaults at any time but a small 
part ot the dollars coined, and as the law does 
not allow him to pay the interest in greenbacks, 
itis obvious that his course will be to use 
the greenbacks he accumulates for the purpose 
of 


BUYING GOLD 
to pay interest. He has now about enough cold 
on hand to pay the year’s interest, and he must 
use this fur that purpose because he cannot get 
silver doliars even if he preferred them. He 
can expect to accumulate but a comparatively 
small amount of silver dollars in place of the 
gold paid out during the first year, as the whole 
coinage of dollars during this period will 
amount to only $45,000,000. Much the larger 
part of his hoarding or accumulation for pay- 
ment of interest must, therefore, be 
IN GREENBACKS, 

if customs receipts shall be, as is generally sup- 
posed, in silver, and these greenbacks, being 
useless to pay interest, must be turned into 
gold. itis the intention of the Secretary to 
have the new dollars fuirly scattered over the 
country so far as he can control it, and it will 


be difficult for some time to gather them up for 


customs in sufficient quantities to entirely sup- 


plant gold. 
COINAGE FACILITIES. 

The House Coinage Committee is about to 
take steps designed to increase minting fach- 
ities. This morning the Sub-Committee having 
the establishment of branch mints under con- 
sideration met and decided to ask the full Com- 
mittee to obtain from the House permission to 
visit the different cities where the location of 
branch mints is desired. The Committee ex- 
pect to visit Charlotte, N. C., New Orleans, St. 
Louis, Denver, Helena, M. T., Quincy and Chi- 
cago, III., and Cincinnati, if the House grants 
permission.

‘FOUL PLAY. 


An Interesting Trial Now in Progress at 
Kalamazoo—A Lady Alleged to Have 
Reen Falsely Incarcerated in the Big 
Bediam Formerly Superintended by Dr, 
Van Deusen. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
KALAMAzOO, Mich., March 4.—No case since 
the famous Vanderpoq murder trial has called 
out a larger audience than the case of Nancy 
Newcomer vs. E. H. Van Deusen, which was 
begun this morning here in the Cireuit Court. 
The case was commenced at the last term of 
court, but, owing to defective pleadings, it was 
continued to this term. It is a case of 
trespass and false imprisonment. The 
damages are laid at $40,000. It is 
claimed by the plaintiff that she, while verfect- 
ly sane, was kept in the Asylum for a space of 
ten months; that she is now the victim of dis- 
eases caused by her incarceration, and a cripple 
for life; that she was maltreated and assaulted 
by the lunatics into whose unwelcome society 
she was thrown; and that all this evil was 
brought about by means of a conspiracy be- 
tween her acquaintances and Dr. C. H. van 


Deusen, Superintendent of the Asylum. After 
the impaneling of the jury the case was opened 
by the counsel for the plaintiff, and the facts as 
above given were stated as the facts which they 


should be able to prove. 


Mrs. Newcomer was placed upon the stand, 
and testified that she was 47 years old, and had 
por medicine for some years at Detroit and 

oledo; that, while at Toledo, she made a visit 
to Condit, a small village near Albion, in this 
State, to visit some relatives, and that, alter 
she had made her visit and was about to return, 
she was enticed to Jackson and forcibly put on 
a train bound for Kalamazoo; that she remon- 
strated that she had no business on that train 
in that direction, but was forced to sitin the 
car until she arrived in Kalamazoo; that she 
was brought to the Asyium, and that Dr. Van 
Deusen received her after consultation with her 
abductors, upon the followed alleged authority : 

To the Medical Superintendent of the Michiqan 
State Insane Asylum—Sin: In accordance with the 
provisions of an act approved Feb. 14, 1850, you 
are hereby authorized to receive Mrs. Newcomer, 
an insane pauper of the Town of ——, County of 
——, provide for her as may be necessary, and 
charge the expense to Calhoun County. 

L. H. Jounson, 
Superintendent of the Poor, Kalamazoo. 

Oct. 1, 1874. 


She averred that, in spite of her pleadings, 
she was placed in the convalescent ward, kept 
there a week, and then placed in a ward for the 
violently insane. 

At this point the counsel for the defense ob- 
ee to the testimony about to be offered of 

maltreatment by the patients in this ward, 
— ~ no way affecting Dr. Van Deusen’s lia- 
ty. 

The rest of the day was given to arguments 
as to bis accountability for the treatment she 
received while in the Asylum. The Court re- 
served his decision until 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning, at which time the point so important 
in this case will be decided, and the trial will 
proceed. 

The counsel for plaintiff are J. Logan Chip- 
man, of Detroit, Thomas R. Sherwood, of Kala- 
mazoo, and Messrs. Powers and Gates, respect- 
ivelv of Kalamazoo and Detroit. For the de- 
fense are D. Darwin Hughes, of Grand Rapids, 
and H. F. Severens and Dwight May, of Kala- 
mazoo.

CHICAGO. 
CELEBRATION AT TURNER-HALL. 

The centenary of the birth of Robert Emmet, 
the Irish patriot, was celebrated last evening 
at West Twelfth Street Turner-Hall by an 
entertainment given under the auspices of the 
Clan-na-Gael Guards. A very fair audience, 
including a good proportion of ladies, witnessed 
the proceedings, which consisted of music and 
speeches, and wound up with abaly The hall 
was tastefully decorated, and tha, colors of 
America and Ireland and flags of the Guards 
and other organizations ornamented the stage. 


The Chicago Quartette sang The Star-Spangled 
Banner” and “Oh! Breathe not his name,“ 
and Mr. W. P. Dunne introduced the first 


speaker. 

MR. JOHN F. FINNERTY 
said he appeared before the audience out of re- 
spect to the Irish rebel element of Chicago, and 
to no one else. He did not appear out of any 
respect for politicians, or for anv milk-and- 
water organizations whatever, but he had come 
to speak out of respect for the pure and lofty- 
minded patriot, the centenary of whose birth 
they were met to celebrate. Eighteen years ago 
he, then a boy, bought the Life of Robert 
Emmet,” and ever since that time the heroic 
qualities of the @artyr Emmet had appealed to 
him, never to be forgotten while life lasted. 
Although not purely Celtic by 
and a Protestant in religion, 
great man cast himself heart and soul 
into the cause of his native land, and struggied 
nobly for her independence and freedom trom 
the hated yoke oi England. At college his 
brilliant talents were recognized even by the 
‘enemies of Ireland, and the professors and 
fellows of the college found themselves utter! 
unable to compete in debate with this boy of 
years. After an exile of several years he re- 
turned and organized an entirely novel plan for 
the freedom of his country. He knew that, 
wherever patriots ey together, the in- 
formers and spies of their hated tyrant were 
upon their track. 

In those days no apostie had arisen to preach 
to irishmen that they must not shed one drop 
of blood in order to achieve their independence. 
From the time of Strongbow the Irish flag had 
never floated over Dublin Castle but once. 
Tnat was in James the Second’s time, and even 
then, when James called his Parliament to- 
wether before the Battie of the Boyne, the flag 
was not an Irish one, tor there never was an 
Irish flag with a drop of red upon it, unless it 
was a drop of the blood of an Engiishman. 
41 

The speaker explained that he had no per- 
sonal enmity against individual Englishmen, 
but looked upon England as the enemy of his 
race. In continua.ion, he said that dmmet’s 
idea was to capture Dublin Castle, the Lord 
Lieutenant of and and his Council, and to 
strike a blow at the very heart of English rule 
in Ireland. Emmet had learned in France the 
art of revolution, and had prepared arms and 
hand-grenades. The signal was to have been 
given by a rocket fired from Thomas street, 
Dublin, and but for one unhappy circum- 
stance Dublin Castle would have fallen 
into the hands of the patriots. The 
lesson for Irishmen to learn was never to hold 
their meetings in bar-rooms, for it was owing to 
the fact that Emmet’s Licutenants speut much 
time in bar-rooms and let their secrets out, that 
the Government learned of the attempt. The 
messengers sent into the coygntry iailed to 
reach their destination, and the Hen of Wicklow 
were deceived by spies and traitors.. When the 
time came the men who had agreed to await the 
signal were not at their posts, and only eighty 
men followed their leader when he announced 
that the hour had arrived for action. There 
was never the powder in Great Britain to 
conquer Ireland if the people of the latter 
nation bad fallen into line and presented a 
united front. In old times it was the clans, to- 
day the creeds. Now it is apathy, formerly it 
was treason; to-morrow what would it be? 
Irishmen must weed their ranks of all doubtful 
characters, and must allow no man to pass for 
a patriot whom they believed to be a knave. 

The speaker told the story of Emmet’s flight 
and capture, and expressed the beiief that, 
spite of Messrs. Thomas, Swing, and Beecher, 


abouts was roasting, boiling, or frving, as 
the case might be, in hell. The law- 
abiding Englishmen, so deliberate when dealing 
with Prince Gortschakoff, were in a great hurry 
when dealing with an Irish rebel. The terrors 
of Dante’s Inferno, or the decapitation of a 
thousand heads by the King of Dahomey, 
could not compare with the state of Ireland in 
the years between 1798 and 1808. Three coun- 
ties were depopulated, their men hanged on the 
gibbet, their matrons and virgins dishonored, 
by the representatives of this most Christian 
and civilized nation of England. It would be 
the same agaigi!t Ireland ever tried to achieve 
her liberty, and England would again shgw 
itself the perjurer, assassin, and murderer at 
heart of [reton and Cromwell’s time. 

Mr. Finerty,paid tribute to the heroic truth 
and fealty of the young woman, Aun Devlin, 
who refused to betray the hiding-place of Robert 
Emmet. He believed the speech of Emmet on 
ais trial to be equal to the finest utterances of 
the @reatest orators from Demosthenes to 
Gladstone, and quoted the ration so well 
known to all. Asa Catholic speaking to an 
overwhelming mass of Roman Catholics of the 
life and martyrdom ot a Protestant drishman, 
he hurled in the face of the English and Amer- 
ican press the base slander that [Irishmen were 
a race of religious bigots. So far was this from 
the truth that if Ireland were free to-morrow 
her first President would, he believed, be a 
Protestant, although three-fourths or more 
of Ireland's people were Catholics. When 
the day of freedom arrived, the topmost niche 
in the Pantheon of Irish martyrs to the cause 
of liberty would be awarded to the sainted 
form of Rovert Emmet. 

Mr. Tuomas Mulvehill sang Three Thousand 
Miles Away.“ and received an encore. 

MR. WILLIAM J. HYNDS 

was the next speaker. Hegave a glowing pane- 
Kyrie on the character of Emmet, and denounced 
in the strongest terms the vile means by which 
England succeeded in defrauding Ireland of 
her legislative independence, a crime which Em- 
met saw consummated, and against which every 
instinct of his noble nature revolted. The 
sveaker gavea brief sketch of: Emmet’s life 
during exile, andof the uprising which he head- 
ed, and in which he spent his fortune and sacri- 
ficed nis life. In conclusion, Mr. Hynes warned 
his hearers inst the errors into which Emmet 
fell, by trusting too much ‘to irresponsible or 
traitorous subordinates. The Quartette gave 
tome more music, and the evening wound up 
with a ball and supper.

ANDERSON’S CASE. 


Letter from One of the Jurymen—How a 
Verdict of Guilty Was Secured- Nine 
Against and Three for the General—False 
Assarances Held Out to the Latter—Unfair 
Treatment of a Cotored Juryman. 

Dispatch to New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 2.—This morning W. 
P. Converse, Jr., foreman of the jury before 
which Gen. Anderson was tried, published a 
long letter in the Picayune, claiming the fair- 
ness of the working of the jury Yn that case, and 
stating that the two colored men, without res- 
servation, asscnted to the verdict of guilty. 
To-day the following was tendered the Picayune 
in reply to that Jetter, but it was refused inser- 
tion in that paper. It is from one of the two 
colored jurymen referred to by Converse: 

New Orieans, La. March 2, 1878.—To the 
Editor of the Daily Picayune—Dean Sin: As one 
of the two colored jurors impaneled to serve in 
the case of the State against Thomas C. Anderson, 
I beg leave to differ with Mr. W. P. Converse, Jr., 
in his statement to your paper of even date regard- 
ing the above case. As a matter of fact, | was 
summoned to serve as talesman in the Superior 
Criminal Court of this parish, Judge Whitaker 
presiding, and was sworn in to serve in the case 
above referred to. After having carefully listened 
to the witnesses and charge of the Judge, I had 
come to the conclusion that Gen. Anderson was 
not guilty, and so expressed my opinion at the 
time, the other colored 7 — and Mr. Welch 
agreeing with me. Mr. Herrick at that time 
stated that Gen. Anderson should be sent to the 
Penitentiary fourteen years, and therefore moved 
that he be found guilty. A vote was taken, and 
we then stood nine for guilty and three for not 
guilty. Then some one (I do not recollect the 
name of the juror) moved to amend the 
majority motion and recommend to the 
mercy of the Court. We then inqnired if 
that would send the General to the Penitentiary. 
We were answered in the negative, and upon that 
assurance we agreed to the verdict, and should 1 
have known that the verdict rendered would have 
assigned Gen. Anderson tothe State Penitentiary 
we would not have agreed on said verdict. 

Now, regarding the precaution and extremely 
rigid regulations for the guarding of the jurors 
from outside interference. From 8 o'clock 
Tuesday night, Jan. 29, till about 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day night, the 7th of February, the twelve never 
separated. Two, and sometimes three, Sher(ff's 
officers always accompanied our movements. We 
were not permitted to speak to any one except the 
officers, then only to supply necessary wants, and 
they aione being allowed to approach us, is cor- 
rect; but where it goes on and says that at night one 
room contained us, in watch we were securely lock - 
ed, and that our seclusion from the outside world 
was indeed most complete, I must say that that is 
not correct, and for this reason: We were visited by 
a Deputy Sheriff, who was notin charge of the 
jury. almost every night up tothe night that the 
case was submitted to the Court. He held several 
conversations with different jurors separately, and 
even went so far as to show us tricks with cards. 
On one occasion one of the jurors was lying on his 
mattress on the floor, when tnis Deputy drew a 
chair alongside of him. and there held quite a long 
conversation. He was the only Deputy who ever 
entered our room unless we would knock on the 
door for some one. The gentleman also remarks 
toat the disposition and capacity of the colored 
members to receive and comprehend the proceed - 
ings of the Court were, I think, fully up to what 
should naturally be expected from persons of 4 
race #0 * accorded the important privilege of 
a ballot. I must say that I bave been a free man 
all my life, and have had the benefit of schvoling 
as such, and had I been rightly posted as to the 
verdict that I have agreed to, I would never have 
rendered such a verdict, because it is against my 
heart and ccnscience.

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BULLDOZING. 


Report of a Mississippi Legislative Com- 
mittee. 
Jackson ( Miss.) Times, Feb. 28. 

The report of the Special Committee appoint- 
ed by the House to investigate alleged lawless- 
ness in the southern counties of the State will 
have the effect, it is sincerely hoped, of prevent- 
ing further attempts on the part of: certain 
journals to palliate the horrid crimes that have 
been perpetrated in that section. It has been 


asserted over and over again that the reports of 
outrages, which a few newspavers have had the 
independence and courage to publish, were 
greatly exaggerated, whereas the half has never 
been told, and thus public opinion bas been 
diverted from the evil, and the criminals, 
shiclded from the righteous indignation of an 
outraged people, have been encouraged and 
emboidened to continue their. nefarious work. 
Concerning the naturé and enormity of the out- 
rages perpetrated, the Committee say: 

We have summoned and taken the testimony of 
quite a number of intelligent and reliable persons 
living in Amite and Pike Counties. We have also 
had before us the testimony of a number of par- 
ties taken before officers in the counties in ques- 
tion, and numerous private letters. From these 
various sources of information it has been ascer- 
tained that, since the early part of last fall, there 
has been more or less lawlessness existing in the 
Counties of Amite, Pike, Franklin, Lincoln, and 
sometimes ing to adjoining counties, mani- 
festing itself. Persons going about at night, leav- 
ing threatening notices, whipping and some- 
times killing persons, and burningbouses. .. . 

‘The great difficulty is that these lawless persons 

o about at night and keep so well concealed and 
— witnesses so terrilled that it is almost im- 
ible to bring them to justice. The officers, 
aided by good citizens, are doing all that is possible 
under the circumstances to put an end to this un- 
fortunate state of affairs, but have thus far been 
unsuccessful. 

The remainder of the report of the Com- 
mittee 1s devoted chiefly to the purpose of re- 
lieving the Democratic.party from responsibil- 
ity in the premises. They express a desire to 
emphasize the tact that this question has noth- 
ing todo with politics,” and argue most ab- 
surdly as follows: 

Our Committee nave sought diligently for a cause 
for this state of affairs, but are unable to arrive at 
any conclusion other than the general financial de- 
pression of the country. We are satisfied, how- 
ever, that the parties e in this lawlessness 
are not influenced by political considerations; it is 
rather 8 epirit of agrarianism—a consequence, as it 
appears, of the unfortunate financial management 
of the people who have seen their homes and other 
property pass, under mortguge and deeds of trust, 
into other hands. A few years ago these counties 
were as prosperous, independent, and law-abidin 
as any section of the State; but the system of - 
culture—of making cotton at a low figure to pur- 
chase the necessaries of life at high prices—has 
caused their condition o grow from bad to worse 
until these people have become despondent, and 
have given way to an unfortunate and deplorable 
communistic feeling. 

The tact remains, however, and no argument, 
ingenious as it may be, can render it obscure, 
that this spirit of lawlessness was engendered 
by the political canvass in Mississippi, when the 
Democracy marched on to victory with the 
motto: Peaceably if we can, forcibly if we 
must, emblazoned upon their banners. The 
old club organizations aré kept intact, and are 
now under the control of tue worst element, 
respectable people having ceased to take igter- 
est in tnem; and by the means of organization 
and discipline the savage perpetrators of atroci- 
ties are greatly aided in escaping punishment. 
It is vot at all probable that persons engaged in 
the commission of such crimes ever possessed 
homes to pass under mortgage and deeds of 
trust into other hands; on the contrary, 
they are duubtless worthless scoundrels, and al- 
wavs bave been. but the Committee has ac- 
complished one good purpose by authoritative- 
ly showing that the evil does exist, and now all 
good citizens look to the Legislature to apply a 
rewedy.

GEN. GEORGE B. M’CLELLAN’S TESTIMONY. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnicado, March 2.— Will you please publish 
the following extracts from a letter of Gen. 
George B. McClellan to the Hon. John Coburn, 
Chairman Military Committee, 1872, opppsing 
very strenuously the consolidation of the Subsistence 
and Quartermaster’s Departments, as is now pro- 
11 to be done in Banning’s H. K. bill No. 


New Tonk. May 6, 1872.—Dean Sin: Your 
letter covering certain queries concerning the 
organization of the staff departments of the army 
duly reached me. My occupations have prevented 
an earlier acknowledgment, and I regret that I 
have too little time at my disposal to prepare such 
an extended and careful response as the importance 
of the subject demands. I trust that you will 
accept this very brief reply ag embodying the re- 
sults of the reflection and experience of some thirly 
years, both abroad and in the fleld at home. 

I do not think any Of the staff departments can 
be consolidated advantageously, for the reason 
that their duties are quite distinct, requiring special 
experience and training. Our present system is 
the slow growth of nearly sixty years, embodying 
the reaulls of the experience of peace and war. 

It has grown up under the hands of able admin- 
istrators, and has met the wants of the peace estab- 
lishment, as well as of our various Indian wars, the 
Mexican War, and the late Civil War. The test to 
which it was submitted during the War of 1861 to 
1865, when an immense army was built up upon 
the narrow foundationsof the old establishment, 
resulted so favorably that it would, in my judg- 
ment, be exceedingly unwise to revert to a aystem 
tried and condemned tong years aco. 

I have no reason to believe that the number of 
officers in the Quarterimaster’s, Commissary, and 
Pay Departments is now in excess of the demands 
of the service, nor do I believe that a consolidation 
would decrease the number; and, in this connec- 
tion, I may be permitted to say that the number of 
staff officers in peace should be kept as large as 
possible in order to provide for the contingency of 
a sudden increase in the event of war; ‘he dificully 
in efficiently orqanizing a new armu is more in the 
special and staff corps than in the line. 

Ido not mean to assert thatthe present organi- 
zation of the staff corps, or the distribution of 
their duties, ie by any means the best possible, but 
I am very sure that improvement is not to be 
sought for in the direction of their consolidation. 
„ The effect of continuing the same officers 
in a particular department or corps of the staft is— 
with a proper organization and under proper re- 
strictionse—to render them competent to perform 
their duties. I think, ander the condi- 
tions just mentioned, military officers are mpre ef- 
ficient who are educated, trained. and promoted 
for specialties of the service. 

In closing this very brief, and I fear unsatisfact- 
ory, letter, I desire to state that one of the greatest 
difficulties met with in orgauizing armies during 
the late War was in the deticiency of the number 
of educated staff officers, aides-de-camp, etc. It 
is in this direction that efforts should be made 
to improve the organization aug instruction of the 
army; and it is absolutely Certain that our proper 
policy is to make the number of officers on (he per- 
manent establishment ret large in proportion to

THE HEAVENS IN MARCH. 


No Evening Stars—Some Facts About Mars 
and Uranus—Sirius; the Dog-Star, and His 
Dusky Compaoiog—Steflar Ghosts - The 
Vernal Equinox. 

New York Tribune, March 1. 

The month of March opens with an almost 
entire absence of evening stars. Jupiter, which 
was so conspicuous all through the carly winter, 
vanished before the close of the year, was in con- 
junction with the sun Jan. 5, and is now rcap- 
pearing as a morning star low down in the 
southcast, in ti constellation of the Archer. 
Venus lingered in the lap of February, but has 
also disappeared. She was in conjunction with 
the sun on Feb. 21, and will soon be a morning 
star in Aquarius, attaining her greatest brilliancy 
about the 28th and 20th inst. Saturn will also 
be in conjunction with the sun on the 13th, and 
Mercury on the 21st, and both are consequently 


invisible. 

Mars is still an evening visitant, but the rud- 
dy god is fast retreating, and what was so glori- 
ous an object in September is now no brighter 
than a second-class star. The cause of the 
change May be seen from afew figures. Last 
autumn, when the planet shone like a glowing 
ruby, Mars was ovly 34,800,000 miles distant 
from the earth. On March 1 he will be 151,500,- 
000 miles away, or uearly five times as far off as 
he was six months ago. No wonder, then, his 
glory has denartcd. Mars, b®wever, can still 
be scen, and his course tnrough the monthe is 
quite interesting. At the beginning of March 
he is on the borders of Aries (ithe Ram), but 
soon travels eastward into Taurus (the Bull). 
He may be noticed now a short distance below 
Pleiades, or Seven Sisters, * whom he 
is hastening, intent, perhaps, Ov sowing discord 
in that happy family (for his reputation 
is nove of the best), but more probably hoping 
to find there his beloved Aphrodite, whose ab- 
sence has robbed the heavens of their greatest 
jewel. He passes the Pleiades on the 15th inst., 
a trifle south of Alcyone, and at the close of the 
month will be almost directly north of Alde- 
baran, the bright red star in the Bull's head. 

Ove more planet is also visible in the evening, 
and one whigh few peobl have ever seen—the 
planet Uranus, discovered by the elder Her- 
schel on March 13, 1781. Uranus is an enormous 
globe. more than seventy times as large as the 
earth, but makes his journey around tue sun at 
such an inconceivaple distance that he can only 
just be seen with the naked eye,—and that a 
very goodone,—when he is in opposition, 
his distance from the earth being § then 
Sixteen hundred millions of miles. Now, 
Uranus was in oppositiog on Feb. 16. and so w 
favorably placed for sceing. He may easily be 
found with au opera- glass, ana should be looked 
for in the constellation Leo (the Lion). The stars 
in the neck avd forepart of the lion form the 
well-known group called Tue Sickle.“ The 
bright star io the handle of the sickle is Regu- 
lus, one of the niue stars whose places bave 
been accurately determined for che use of sail- 
ors on long vovages. On Feb. 2 Uranus was 
exactly north of Regulus, at an apparent dis- 
tance of less than the diameter of the moon. 
During the past month the planet has 
been moving to the west or right of 
the star, on a line slightly sloping 
northward: but his pace is so slow 
that his position is practically unchanged. He 
crosses the meridian March I, at 11:18 p. m., 
and is visible in the northeast. just above 
Regulus, as early as7 p.m. Uranus is attended 
by four moous,—Ariel, Umbriel, Titania, and 
Obverun,—and Herschel fancied he saw four 
others with his great ruflector. Even these 
would give the planet but half of bis proper 
number, if, as some have supposed, the satel- 
lites are distributed according to a gencgal law. 
Thus, they argue, if the earth has one moon, 
Mars two moons, Jupiter four moons, and Sat- 
uru ht, then Uranus, the next in order, 
should have sixteen. Modern instruments have, 
however, failed to detect more than the four 
mentioned. If others exist, as is probable, 
they are too small to be seen with the largest 
telescope yet made. 

But though there is no conspicuous planet to 
act as guardian of the evening, that post is well 
filled by Sirius, the Dog-star, which shines and 
flashes with a vividness only inferior to Venus 
and Jupiter. Its light is intensely white, with 
a sapphire — and an occasional gleam of 
red; but its color has probably changed. Seneca 
called it redder than Mars, and Ptolemy classed 
it with the ruddy Antares. On account of its 
b tuess and beautiful changes, Sirius has 
always attracted attention. It is known to be a 
giant sun, some 5,000 times larger than our sun, 
shining at a distance of more than. a hundred 
million millions of miles—a distance so great 
that licht, which comes from the An in eight 
minutes, takes twenty-one and a half years to 
reach the earth from Sirius. It has been 
discovered, too, that the star is journey- 
ing. south at the rate of twenty miles a 
second, and is also going away from the solar 
system atthe rate of twenty-six miles per sec- 
ond. Where it is going noone cautell. No 
doubt, at such an enormous distance Sirius 
would find the journey rather lonely, were there 
net reasons for believing that kindly nature, 
always rich in compensations, had given it a 
companion. When Sirius began to be observed 
closely, ite motion was found to be irregular— 
not in the straight line it should be if it were 
allaione. So the astronomers went to work 
with their figures, and came to the conclusion 
that the star had a companion, about two- 
thirds of its own size, which revolved around it 
once in” fifty years. But a star of this size 
would be nearly as bright as Sirius itself, and 
no such body had ever been seen. 
So they said the unknown star must be a dark 
one,—in fact, a burat-out sun,—an old dead 
world, giving little or no light, but still keep- 
ing company with its younger and brilliant 
neighbor. Well, in February, 1862, when the 
Messrs. Clark Sons, ot Cambridge, Mass., 
were testing tbe large telescope they had just 
finished for the Dearborn Observatory at Chica- 
go, Alvan Clark, Jr., discovered this dusky 
companion, rig like a star of the tenth 
magnitude. Prof. Newcomb describes this faint 

yas a very interesting and difficult object. 
Sometimes, he says, it cannot be seen with the 
great Washington telescope, while at others it 
s visible in verv small instruments. Tempel, a 
well known European observer, has, however, 
— thrown doubts on its very existence, and 
ints tuat the companion is, after all, only one 
of the “ghosts” or fglse stars which appear in 
telescopes when a bright object is ex- 
amined. He says that he can see two 
companions to Sirius, but be also sees 
Venus with the same attendants. So frequent- 
ly, indeed, do these ghosts“ appear in the 
case of Venus that a full account of the dis- 
cussions which have arisen as to whether that 
planet has a moon or not, would fill a large 
volume. Perhaps Mr. Burnham, the keen-eyed 
observer of Chicago, is the best man to settie 
the dispute about Sirius, since he has now con- 
trol of the very telescope with which the com- 
panion was discovered. On March 1 Sirius is ex- 
E south at 8.01 p. m., and sets five hours 

ater. 

One other interesting event in March is the 
vernal or spring equinox, which occurs this year 
at noon on the 20th inst. The sun, which has 
been south all winter, then crosses the equator 
on his way north; and spring commences. This 
intersection of the equator dy the 
sun’s path is called also the “First 
Point of Aries, and is the starting 
point from which astronomers measure longi- 
tudes and right-ascensions. But thougb the 
sun is traveling north, it must not be supposed 
that he is coming apy nearer. On the contrary, 
his distance from the earth is now increasing at 
au average rate of 17.000 miles per day. The 
earth was nearest the sun on Dec. 31 last, its 
distance being 90,850,000 miles. On March! 
it will have added to these figures 760,000 miles, 
and on July 2 next, when the earth is farthest 
from the sun, its distance will be 93,950,000 
miles. Thus the earth is more than three 
millions of miles farther away from the sun in 
summer thau in winter. But it happens that 
the northern parts are then turned more to- 
ward the sun, and so receive a greater amount of 
heat and light—just as a person’ sitting near 
the side of a large fire woula find it much hotter 
at a greater distance if he were richt in front 
it.

In 688 A. D., it will be pvearest at the 
autumnal equinox, and in the year 11928 A. D. 
the earth will be nearest the sun in summer 
and farthest from it in winter. At that distant 
epoch—tea thousand years bence—the average 
temperature of a New York winter will be zero 
or 32 deg. below freezing point, with the cold 
often so extreme as to solidify mercury: and of 
gummer 100 dez., with the ometer often 
— 72 130 deg.

Some over-seusitive people think that the 


terms of peace to which the Turks are subjected 
by the Russians are too hard. They torget the 
fate of Constaptinople when taken by Mahomet 
II. Ipat Christian capital and boulevard of 
Roman and @reek civilization was delivered up 
to lust and rapine for three days. Its livraries, 
the depositories of all the works of the anc@&nt 
writers, were burned, aud their ashes seattered 
to the winds. Over 60,000 of the population 
were sold or®arried into slavery; an indiscrimi- 
nate massacre of the multitude of men, women, 
and children who had fled to the Church of 
St. Sophia flooded its payement m blood. 
The churches and monasteries Were plundered 
of their eacred veseels and treasures, 
and the reater part of the Curis- 
tian places of worship, including the maynilti- 
cent Cathedral of St. Sophia, the pride aud 
glory of the reign of Justiuian, were converted 
into Turkish mosques, the cross removed trom 
their domes, and the crescent put in its place. 
With the fall of Constantinople in 1423, 
Christian refinement and eivilization in the 
East gave wavy to Mobammedan brutality and 
sensuality, aud the Oriental world was covered 
with gloom and despair. Letters ceased to be 
cultivated: a darkness, like that of the Middle 
Ages in Southern and Western Europe, settled 
over the territory of the Greck Empire, and the 
Orient lapsed again into a demfi-barbaric state. 
For over four centuries the Christians 
of Turkey have been subjected to the 
most crucl and sanguivary despotism; 
they have had no rights before the law 
that any Mussulman was bound to respect; the 
spirit of progress has been stifled, and they 
hare been crushed by exorbitant taxes to pam- 
per the sensual appetites of their rulers. If ever 
a people deserved the sympathy and commiser- 
ation of the world itis the Christians of Tur- 


key. 

The Russians do not propose to inflict on the 
Turks treatment like that to which they sub- 
jected the Greeks. They dispossess them of a 
city and country which they have misgoverned 
and impoverished, and of which they forcibly 
deprived its ancient possessors. A conquerer 
cannot justly complain if he is divested by force 
of arms of what be gained by superior 
might. Had tne Turks been benefactors 
to the country, had they identiticd themselves 
with its people, and promoted their prosperity 
and happiness, there might be some cause to 
régret their expulsion from Europe. But as the 
reverse is the case, they are rightfully compelled 
to leave a land which they have blighted with 
their presence. During their stay in Europe 
they have waged incessant war aguipst modern 
ideas. If all Europe is not Mohammedan at 
this day, it is only because the repeated effort 
to make it such was ehecked by the disastrous 
defeat of the army of Mohammed IV. before 
Vienna in the seventeenth century. It is full 
time that the city of Constantine the Great, the 
first Christian capital of the Roman Empire, 
should again become a Christian metropolis.

FAKED BIRDS. 
London Daily News, 

During the present hard times the sellers of 
birds in the London streets are sadly put to it 
to make a few sbillings. Necessity being the 
mother of invention, an old but very ingenious 
device may sometimes be observed, especially 
in the streets where the poorer classes mostly 
reside or go to market. It is the making up of 
common birds so as to cause them to appear 
new and most extraordinary creatures. The 
process of dressing the birds is called “ faking.” 
We have lately had the opportunity of carefuliv 
handling and examining a Faked Bird.“ an ad- 
mirable specimen of art as applied to bird mill- 
inery. An ordinary greeulluch is the subject of 
this transformation scene. The costume worn 
by the-~green bird in question when analyzed 
appears to be composed as follows: On the 
bead a flat wig, neatly made of white Ptar- 
migan feathers; under the Ptarmican feathers 
are the hackle feathers of a woodcock 80 ar- 
ranged that when the bird bobs his head down 
tofeed or drink the feathers represent the 
raising of a cückatoo. In the middle of the 
back are seen 4wo jet black feathers curling up- 
ward and outward, these are the tail feathers 
from a common wild drake. Besides his own 
proper tai] the green bird’s tail is supplemented 
by the buckles from the neck of an ordinary 
fowl, so that his pendulous tail somewhat re- 
sembles the tail of the glass-blower’s peacock 
of our juvenile days. The breast, cheeks, and 
neck of the bird are most artistically painted 
with chrome or ultramarine. This is, of 
course, only one kind of dress that can be 
applied to birds. Spare  bright-colored 
feathers are bought from the ladies’ bonnet- 
shops and utilized for decorating the birds, 
hardly any two of them being dressed alike. 
These “faked’’ birds are so artfully made up 
that they. might occasionally deceive even con- 
noisseurs in ornithology. When the bird. 
properly dressed great cleverness is shown to 
obtain a quick market for him. The vender of 
the bird is dressed as a gentieman’s servant in 
livery, and the bird is left at the bar of a public 
house to be taken care of; here it is generaliy 
much admired for its beauty. The man leaves 
for some time till the customers round the bar 
are attracted by the colors and curious bright 
feathers of this strange bird, afid begin to dis- 
cuss its nature and origin. The bird milliner, 
anxious to secure an immediate sale, tells his 
story thus: “He has brought the bird all 
the way from South America (a place 
always selected because gaudy-colored birds 
are found naturally n South Amer 
en]; even in its native country this kind 
of bird is considered a very rare and 
valuabie specimen.“ He brings matters to a 
ciimax by saying that dis master will not al- 
low bim to keep higgittle pet bird on aceouut of 
tue great noise it makes singing.“ The curiosi- 
ty of the people assembled is so excited, and 
their judgment as to what bird it is so question- 
ed, that the gentleman’s servant from South 
America is sure to sell his bird, the price being 
according to the class of persons present, aver- 
aging generally from 4 to 10 shillings. The 
bird once at home and thoroughly settled down, 
begins to take his bath, and then, of course, the 
artificial color and feathers vanish. In a few 
hours this valuable South American singing- 
bird is transformed into a common greeniinch, 
worth three shillings a dozen. It is a profes- 
sional secret as to how th@ndventitious feathers 
are joined on to and fixed lu among the original 
feathers of the faked green bird. We can 
assure our tender-hearted readers that there is 
no cruelty whatever in dressing up the bird.

THE DOCTRINE OF CHANCES, 
Popular Science Monthly. 

It is an indubitable result of the theory of 
probabilities that every gambler, if he continues 
long enough, must ultimately be ruined. Sup- 
pose he tries the martingale, which some be- 
lieve infallible, and which is. as.I am informed, 
disallowed in the gambling-houses. In this 
method of playing he first bets say $1; if he 
loses it, he bets $2; if he loses that, he bets $4; 
if he loses that, he bets $8; if he then gains, he 
has lost 1 plus 2 plus 4 equal 7, and he has 
gained $1 more; and no matter how many betes 
he loses, the first one he gaius will make him 81 
richer than he was in the beginuing. In that way 
he will probably gain at first; but at last the 
time will come when the run of luck is so 
agamst him that he will not have money 
enough to double, and must therefore let 
his bet go. This will probably happen be- 
fore he has won as much as he had in the first 
place, so that this run against him will leave 
him rer than he began; some time or other 
it will be sure to happen. Itistrue that there 
is always a possibility of his winning any sum 
the bank can pay, and we thus come upou a 
celebrated paradox that, though he is certain to 
be ruined, the vaiue of his expectation, calcu- 
lated according to the usual rules (which omit 
this consideration) is large. But, whether a 
gambier plays in this way or auy other, the 
same thing ia true, namely, that uf he plays long 
enough he will be sure some time to have such a 
run against him as to exhaust his entire for- 
tune. The same thing is true of an insurance 
company. Let the directors take the utmost 
pains tobe independent of great conflagrations 
and pestilences, their actuaries can tell them 
that, according to the doctrine of chances, 
the time must come at last when 
their losses will bring them to a stop. Tuey 
may tide over such a crisis by extraordinary 
means, but then thev will start again in a weak- 
ened state, and the same thing will happen 
aguin all the sooner. Au actuary might be in- 
clined to deny this, because be knows that the 
expectations of his company is large, or perhaps 
oe the interest on money) is infinite. 

ut calculations of expectations leave out of 
account the circumstances now under cousid- 
eration, which reverse the whole thing. How- 
ever, I must not be understood as saying that 
insurance is on this account unsound, more than 
other kinds of business. All buman affairs 
rest upou probabilities, and the same thingy is 
true everywhere. If man were immortal he 
could be perfectly sure of seeing the day when 
everything he had trusted in should betray his 
trust, and, in short, of coming eventually to 
hopeless misery. He would break down, at last, 
as every great fortune, as every dynasty, as 
every civilization does. In place of this, we 
have death.

The tiresome iconoclast of the Chicago 
Times, whose assaults on pretty much every- 
thing that pertains to civilization have be- 
come stale from ‘“ damnable iteration,” now 
makes a wholesale and indiscriminate attack 
on all the medical colleges in Chicago, and 
takes occasion to characterize the annual 
commencements of these institutions as 
„licensed murder.” The infamous and in- 
discriminate charge is directed the 
local cajleges” with the evident design of 
making it appear that the Chicago medical 
schools are engaged in turning out quacks 
exclusively, while the other collegeg of the 
country have a monopoly on educating phy- 
sicians. This is in éntire keeping with the 
practice of the Chicago 7imes in denpuncing 
and deprecating everything and everybody in 
Chicago, from the public credit down to pri- 
vate reputations. The fact ic that Chicago 
has one or two medical colleges that rank 
among the best in the country. The Rush 
Medical College 1s one of the oldest institu- 
tions in the city, and has a national reputa- 
tion. It was one of the victims of the 
fire of 1871, when the new college building 
was destroyed and the institution left in 
debt. By reason of its good name 4nd the 
able Faculty it maintains, it has jerected 
another large building, which is a credit to 
the city, and the College is already ont pf debt, 
except what it owes to the Faculty who have 
carried it through. This institution belongs 
to the American Association of Medical Col- 
leges, which has for its main purpose the 
elevation of the professional standarfl, and 
it increases the exactions of scholarship from 
year to year. It is much safer to trust to 
such institutions the guardianship of the 
medical profession than to rely upon legisla- 
tive enactment of technical qualifications for 
practicing medicine, subject to the construc- 
tion and manipulation of political agents; 
and the fact that a medical dbllege happens 
to be located in Chi ought not to be 
prejudicial to any good it does, because 
Chicago tolerates at the time an insti- 
tution like the Chicago Times. 


THE SILVER LEGISLATION ABROAD. 
The foreign mails have brought the En- 
glish papers published after they had re- 
ceived the news that the Silver bill had 
passed the Senate by more than two-thirds 
majority, and after it had become ¢vident 
that the silver dollar would be remonetized 
under the Senate restrictions, whether the 
President should veto the bill or not. It is 
not strange that the preponderance of the 
British sentiment should be a reflection of 
the croakings that the New York and New 
England newspapers have uttered pending 
the discussion of the question. The English 
people, as a nation of money-lenders, doing 
business on a single gold basis, and largely 
interested in American securities, public and 
private, had the same interests in insisting 
upon a repayment in gold alone that the 
New York and New England money-lenders 
had; they have regarded the question purely 
from a selfish point of view, without any con- 
sideration of the justice of the case or the 
general prosperity of the American pepple. 
The London Times has the credit of being 
the most trustworthy exponent of the ruling 
sentiment in England. Its judgment of sil- 
ver remonetization has been curious. It re- 
fused to stultify itself by maintaining, as 
the gold organs in this country have main- 
tained, that the new use of silver as money 
in this country would not have any influence 
toward equalizing the values of the two 
metals, and even in the same issue in which 
it condemns the principles of remonetization 
and seeks to argue out evil results, it is con- 
strained to admit that the rehabilitation of 
silver as money in America will tend to 
diminish pro tanto the strain upon the stock 
of gold and the annual supply thereof from 
the mines, and a simultaneous increase in 
the value of silver and decrease in the 
value of gold are natural and unavpidable 
circumstances. If this process continue, 
assisted by a favorable conclusion of the 
international silver conference provided for 
by the act which has been passed, the result 
will be that the payment of the interest or 
principal of the United States securities in 
silver will be as acceptable to foreign bond- 
holders as if payment were made in gold, 
because they will receive an equivalent in 
value, and American credit will not be dam- 
aged even in the slightest degree. The con- 
tinuing decline in the gold quo‘ations and 
increase in the bullion value of silver are cer- 
tainly indicative of such a result. | 

The leader in the London Times is a mere 
rehash of the opinions expressed by the 
Eastern newspapers, toned down somewhat 
by common sense. Even at this late day, it 
charges that the measure is mainly due to 
the owners of the great Nevada mines in 
order to promote a measure for the re- 
monetization of the metal in which their 
wealth consists,”—thus utterly ignoring the 
fact that one-half the product of these mines 
consists of gold. It also treats the matter 
as a purely sectionalgesue, and as a | con- 
sequence of a long- pending rupture between 
Western and Eastern interests.”

Thereupof# the Zimes accepts 
this statement as so much gospel, though 
every child on this side of the water knows 
that the East has not the remotest idea of 
cutting loose from the West in business re- 
lations, simply because the West is just as 
important to the material prosperity of the 
East as the East is to that of the West, and 
probably a good deal more so. Now that 
the silver dollar has again the legal rec 
ognition of which it ought never to have 
been deprived, the individuals, whether at 
me or abroad, who have been defeated in 
the effort to. grub more than they were en- 
titled to, had better not risk their reputation 
further by predictions, nor seek to depreciate 
what they will be forced to recognize as 
money, but quietly await the practical 
results. 


WHERE THE REPUBLICAN PARTY STANDS. 
Mr. Gzoras W. Jona prints in the last 


number of the North American Review an 
article which he denominates ‘‘ The Death- 
Struggle of the Republican Party,” but 
which he mighfwith as great propriety have 
called The Last Screech of Disappointed 
Democracy.” It is nothing but a restate- 
ment of all the causes of offenses which have 
been given by the Republican party since 
the War, and, by implication, an indorse- 
ment of the Democratic party. We do not 
propose at this time to consider fully the 
first branch “of his argument; for it is evi- 
dent that his main purpose is to place the 
Republican party on the defensive, and to 
insinuate his own party into favor by a kind 
of legerdemain. It is unquestionably true 
that the Republican party has committed 
some errors. It would be strange if a party 
that had held power so long, and which was 
charged with the responsibilities of govern- 
ment during the trying period that followed 
the War, had been free from fault. Some 
of these errors were due to the times, 
and others to the personnel of 
Gen. Grant's Administration. Such as 
they were, the men who voted for Grant 
and approved him after bis first term—con- 
stituting a vast majority of the American 
people—were the source of them. It isa 


great mistake for any writer to treat a party 


organization as an individual, and to make it 
responsible, in its own name and for its 
own sake, for every fault it may have com- 
mitted. In other words, it is unphilosoph- 
ical to entertain prejudice against a party 
merely as such. If it has high aims now, 
and presents good men for office, and if it 
has on the whole been a permanent benefit 
to the country, there is no reason why con- 
fidence should be withdrawn from it on the 
dictum of an ambitious and jealous rival. 
Still further: If it has proved itself more 
worthy of confidence than the party which is 
likely to take its place, 1t ought to have the 
continued support of the people. 

Now what have been the facts with refer- 
ence to the Democratic party? It sought to 
destroy the Union. Granting that it has 
since repented bitterly of that crime, what 
evidence is there that it has brought forth 
works meet for repentance? What disposi- 
tion has it shown to accomplish reform in 
any Department of the Government? to pro- 
tect the Treasury against thieves? to vindi- 
cate the honor of the Governmenteat home 
or abroad? We defy any man to show that 
the Democratic party has shown any sympa- 
thy with Civil-Service reform. Its intentions 
with reference to the whole Government can 
only be judged by its treatment of that 
branch of the Government which it has al- 
ready obtained possession of. The Demo- 
cratic party has hada majority in two suc- 
cessive Congresses in the National House of 
Representatives. The spectacle of office- 
hunting, trading, and log-rolling that has 
been presented there has been shameful and 
demoralizing. The scramble for the Speak- 
ership was naturally the first qgcasion for the 
exercise of reform principles. It was so 
hotly contested that the majority in the 
House is now divided into three factions, 
headed respectively by. the present Speaker 
and two of the unsuccessful aspirants for the 
place. . The effect of this partisan division is 
perceived in the organization of the Commit- 
tees, by which the ablest men on the Dem- 
ocratic side are degraded to inferior positions, 
and the important®Chairmanships farmed 
out as personal perquisites to friends of the 
Speaker. The same greed for power was 
exhibited in the distribution of the other 
offices controlled by the House. In two 
Congresses there have been three Doorkeep- 
ers. Two of these have been dismissed for 
cause, and the third is now the object of an 
investigation. The real cause of offense in 
each instance was that the Doorkeeper could 
not withstand the immense pressure that 
was brought to bear upon him to supply 
places for thé friends of Democratic mem- 
bers. The present Doorkeeper testified 
under oath that he had been com- 
pelled to increase the 
his assistants beyond the legal limit, 
and to reduce the salaries accordingly in or- 
der to meet this pressure. And because he 
could not, with all his exertions, satisfy the 
demands of his Democratic masters, charges 
were trumped up against him and he is how 
threatened with dismissal. The eagerness 
for office that has been shown in the House 
has been shown out of it. We find S. 8. 
Cox, who the other day denounced the 
President as a fraud,” writing a recom- 
mendation for office for the notorious 
Grorce H. Buruer, and addressing it to the 
President of the United States, R. B. Hara; 
while the Southern Senators Evsris, Bur- 
Ln, HILL, Lamar, and Morgan have been 
among the most persistent office-seekers, 
and have virtually constituted a new Sena, 
torial Group. 

The Democratic party has been no better 
as a watch-dog of the Treasury than it has 
been as a purifier of the Civil Service. It is 
the recognized champion of four distinct 
subsidy schemes, any one of which would 
require additional taxation.

slong the Mississippi River. These mam- 
moth jobs are hidden under a pretense of 


economy, the only effect of which thus far 


: 


promotes by every means in its power the 
calamitous warfare that has been instituted 
by demagogues and ignorant laborers upon 
the organized capital of the country. 

The party stands as a bulwark 
of defense against the t of 
these pernicious designs. If it had no other 
mission than to protect the country against 
the Democratic party, it would have suffi- 
cient reasons for existing and being per- 
petuated ; but it has bigher and better aims 
than this. It has a positive as well asa 
negative purpose. It seeks through estab- 
lished channels the reforms which the 
people demand; and it is more likely to 
accomplish them, because controlled by 
better men than the Democratic party is. It 
hag been purified in the last few years by the 
conflict it has been obliged to sustain, and 
it is now the best representative we have, or 
are soon likely to have, of all that is good in 
administration.

Of course, trash like this must now seem, 
even to the editors who published it, as very 
absurd. It reads like the ravings of a 
drunken man, of which, when sober, he 
would feel heartily ashamed. 

We believe d was Secretary Sarrman who 
said that to pass the Silver bill wouid drive 
all the gold out of the country,—that the 
greenbacks would fall to 90 cents on the dol- 
lar,—and Dr. Linpermay, Henry Warp 
Brncnzs, Comptroller Knox, Parson Tar- 
macs, Jay Gomo, Tuomas Nast, the Nation, 
P. T. Barnum, Scribner's Monthly, and other 
pious and profane scientists, echoed the ter- 
rible prediction of the Secretary. Some- 
how or another, though the passage 
of the bill was an ascertained fact 
two weeks ago, and the bill has 
been a law for several days, gold has not 
risen, but is lower now than it has been since 
1861. Nosteamers have been chartered to 
carry off the gold. There has been no con- 
vulsions in finance, and greenbacks, redeem- 
able in silver dollars, will now buy 98} cents 
of gold. Silver bullion has also advanced in 
London, and the danger now is, that, before 
the silver dollar can be coined in any large 
quantities, it will be found that our dollar is 
too large, and that our silver will be export- 
ed, as of old, to buy cheaper gold. 

We desire specially to put on record and 
to ask attention to the following from the 
Nation, published near the close of the de- 
bate in the Senate on the Silver bill. It is 
a pretty fair specimen of the insolence and 
the ignorance of the writer : 

at wisdom calls for now is, that we shall re- 
sisf still. and tothe utmost, at every stage. If 
the bill is d over the President's veto, or he 
should be captivated by any of the compro- 
mises” now offered, suchas Mr. Blams's or Mr.

gold. This would meet the lungtice and criminals

Chicago is in 
the centre of an industrial population of 
15,000,000 of producers and consumers, 
Thére is nothing that a Western trader wants 
to complete his stock, whether it be of 
domestic or foreign production, that he can- 
not find in Chicago, and obtain it 
here at as low a cost as in New 
York. Chicago importers and “ jobbers 
will sell for ash, greenbacks, silver. or 
gold, and, if the New York merchants pro- 
pose to go out a? business altogether, there 
is no such market in which to buy as in Chi- 
cago. Let us hope the Nation will not give 
up the fight, even if the Silver bill is a law. 
Let it persist that the “sane” States shall 
hereafter do no business except in gold coin, 
and let the lunatics of the rost of the country

After nearly ten months of war, Russia 


and Turkey have concluded a peace, the 
treaty having been signed at San Stefano, a 
little seqport at the mouth of the Bosphorus 
and almost a suburb of Oonstuntinople, 
whence the Grand Duke will probably march 


his victorious troops into the Imperial City, 


whose streets have never before been trodden 
by the foot of an enemy since its Turkish 
occupation. We are still left in the dark as 
to the exact details of the treaty, but, as 
compared with the original propositions, it 
seems apparent that some concessions have 
been made by Russia. It is now intimated 
that, in place of a heavy money indemnity, 
Russia will take the larger part of Armenia. 
The new Asiatic province which hereafter will 
belong to Russia probably includes the six 
districts of Tshaldir, Bayazid, Van, Much, 
Erivan, and, Kars, and possibly Batoum, 
which have ntly been organized by a 
Russian Commission. This Commission has 
already reported to the home Government 
that the male population of these districts is 
610,744, and that the districts are so fertile 
that, after deducting the expenses of ad- 
ministration, the receipts from them will 
yield a net profit of 3,000,000 roubles. The 
only money indemnity demanded is the sum 
of $60,000,000, which is to be secured with- 
out disturbing any of the tributes hypothe- 
cated to foreign creditors, or without making 
any claim upon the Turkish fleet. As to 
Bulgaria, it is only certain that its complete 
autonomy will be established, as this was 
the pivot upon which the whole war turned. 
The boundary, however, is uncertain, and it 
is now quite generally conceded that its 
southern limits will not reach down into 
Thrace, or that both Adrianople and Salonica 
may be left undisturbed. Other questions 
will be settled by the Conference, and mean- 
while Russia has probably obtaiged all that 
she originally contemplated, as it has always 
been a characteristic of her diplomacy to 
exaggerate her demands in order to allow for 
shrinkage,—a policy which will be of double 
advantage in this case, as it will not only 
secure to Russia what she really wants, but 
at the same time may hep pacify Eugland 
by supposititious concessions. 

The situation, therefore, is substantially 
as follows: Turkey has made a treaty of 
peace after losing the principal part of her 
European Provinces, the richest part of her 
Asiatic Provinces, and agreeing to pay a 
heavy money indemnity, and the Christians 
have been emancipated from the Turkish 
yoke. Russin will go into the Conference 
with the treaty as “‘an accomplished fact,” 
and consequently with an immense advan- 
tage on her side in settling questions of 
European interest, and she will have, in ad- 
dition to this, the moral influences of the 
Triple Alliance in favor of peace. The only 
concern of the future pertains to the attitude 
of England; but what can England do? 
What is left for England to fight for? The 
occupation of Constantinople might have 
beea a pretext once, but it is no 
longer so. Even if it were, England 
set the precedent by violating the 
Treaty of Paris in forcing the Dardanelles. 
Where is her army? Notwithstanding Sir 
Garnet Wo.sxLey’s spread-eagle pronuncia- 
mento upon the strength and efficiency of 
that army, it now appears that, after voting 
a credit of six millions of pounds and spend- 
ing fifteen millions last year, she has an 
arpy corps of 32,000 men in a partial state 
of readiness for the field, aftera great war 
has been raging for nearly ten months. The 
dispatch of this one corps would be at- 
tended with extreme difficulties, which would 
be still further enhanced in sending a sec- 
ond. The London Saturday Review, which 
has been a Turkish sympathizer all along, 
very aptly says: It seems useless to give 
the rein to our imaginations and to picture 
England with four army corps—128,000 
men—standing ready for active service in 
any country. As yet it is not clear that we 
heve 32,000 men in that condition.” “ But,”

The sword 
is sheathed. Diplomacy can be trusted to 
settle all outstanding questions.

AN INCIDENT. 

An incident connected with the excitement 
caused by the affair was the suspicious cireum- 
stances with when a prominent citizen of a 
neighboring village surrounded himself. |The 
story, as told by Dr. Wheeler, was that a man 
who was his fellow-passenger on the boat 
stepped off at the same landing. This man 
called at midnight of Thursday at Cavauaugh's 
and wanted to take lodgings, but could not be 
accommoda He wandered up the road 
towards Kaiser’s house. About half-past 6 
o’clock on Friday morning this man called at a 
house on the main road beyond Kaer's, awoke 
the family, and asked if he could get something 
to cat. The family supposing bim to be a 
tram and noticing that he was drunk, refused, 
but before he left some of the members of the 
family discovered the tire at Kaiser's hous¢ and 
ask the man if he came from that direc- 
tion. The supposed tramp replied that 
he had, and that he bad a giorious time watch- 
ing that hell of a fire from the bridge near the 
house. He could not give any intelligibie in- 
formation concerning the fire, and was driven 
away. He returned to Cavanaugh’s house by 
crossing the fields, got his oreakfast and paid 
for it, and followed the Doctor and Mr. Cava- 
naugh over towards the fire. When the Doctor 
arrived near the burned house he yelled out to 
Cavanaugh: All the family are roasted!” 
The strange man responded: I knew that 
long ago and forgot to tell - you; I have been 
there all the morning, and had a good warm 
place.” It was soon rumored around that tais 
strange man was the one who bad caused the 
fire, and, as the rumor spread and the fellow 
continued his odd antics, there was talk of 
Iynening bim.

. BUT AN ACCIDENT.

WATERLOO, II., Marct. 2.—There is not much 
to reveal of the terrible holocaust that occurred 
on the m of March 1 at Joy or Fish Land- 
ing, twenty miles southwest of Waterloo, and 
twelve miles west of Harrisonville, on the Mis- 
sissippi River, on the farm of Lewis Thorn. 
Lhe fire between 3 and 4 in the morn- 
ing, and the theory of its origin is trom a de- 
fective flue. The house was a light frame 
building, one and a half stories high, ana caught 
fire in the garret. Before the inmates, in tueir 
sleep, were aware of danger, the building fell 
in, smoth@ing and burnipg the whole family, 
consisting of eight persons, father, mother, and 
six children. Coroner 8. B. Ailton ar- 
rived here this morning from the hor- 
can give little informa- 
the evidence brought 
out before the jury atthe Inquest. Nick Kauth 
who was Kaiser’s nearest neighbor, a quarter of 
a mile away, said he was with Kaiser about 10 
o'clock the night betore at the river, waiting 
for a boat to get some letters, and that they 
took a drink together and separated. The next 
morning when he got to the fire the house was 
falling in, but he could not see any person 
around. The witness was well acquainted with 
the family, which consisted of Moritz Kaiser, the 
father; Ellen Kaiser, the mother, and John 
Kaiser, Leonard Kaiser, Harry Kaiser, Edward 
Kaiser, Tommy Kaiser, and Ellen Kaiser, the 
children, about from 14 years to 1 mpnth. 
So terrivly burned were the inmates 
of the house that Kauth could! not 
recognize any one of them. Andther 
witness, re Wagner, says that when 
he went to the fire, about 4 o’clock, 
the house was about consumed; he suc- 
ceeded, however, in t

J. W. Waldron testified that when he got tothe 
fire the house was nearly burned up,—that he 
saw one of the bodies in the fire, but ic was so 
hot he could not get it out; that he looked 
further and saw them all; went to work and 
took them out with sticks and boards. The 
verdict of the jury of inquest is that the family 
came to their death by accidental burning on the 
morning of March 1.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 4.—An American 
special from Clarksville says: The body of 
Winston Anderson, a negro who attempted to 
commit rape ona white girl, aged 14, last 
We@nesday, was found hanging to a small 
thorn-tree one mile from town on the Nashville 
Road, Saturday morning. The negro was evi- 
dently choked to death, as no marks of violence 
on his body were found. He was standing near- 
ly flat-footed when found. Thousands visited 
him before his body was cut down. Coroner 
Rowls held an inquest, and, aiter hearing Jailer 
Perkins’ testimony, declared that Anderson 
came,to his death through unlawful hanging by 
parties unknown. Anderson Bad heretofore 
borne a good character. He had a 
wife ana children. There is considerabie 
excitement among the negroes. The negroes 
threatened to lynch Perkins Saturday sight 
ior giving up Anderson. Perkins moved his 
family out to the house of friends. The whites 
all say the negro deserved his fate. Perkins 
says the men were all armed with shot-cuns, 
aud gave him no chance to protect his prisoner, 
three men having beld pistols to his head while 
others took Anderson out of the jail. When 
the negro attempted to rape the girl, spe re- 
leased herself and ran up-stairs. He foliowed, 
and toid her he had meant nothing, but, if she 
told on him, he would kill her. All the young 
girl’s people were away when Anderson at- 
tempted the outrage.”’

AN INCENDIARY PLOT.

Prrrenund, Pa., March 4.—Something of a 
sensation has been caused here, as well as in the 
oil-regions, by the discovery of a secret organi- 
zation among oil-well employes, drillers, pump- 
ers, etc., whose object is to burn all overpro- 
duction in order to keep up the prices of oil and 
the demand for labor.

HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

“Clio,” the latest heir of Bartley Campbell's 
invention, came into the world last evening at 
flaverly’s Theatre, and was received 
with the usual manifestations attending 
a new birth, The house was weil 
filled, and probably every one present 
was expecting a prodigy of spotless beauty 
and perfect symmetry to emerge into being 
when the curtain rose. Experienced people 
know that bavies, when first seen, are — 
somewhat spotty, and not at all symmefrical— 
and thus it was witb‘ Clio.” play was 
ushered into the presence of o most 
friendly assemblage in a condition which 
can hardly be expressed by the word 
deshatille. “Sent into this breathing world 
scarce half made up,“ as Aichard says, would 
be a fit commeyt upon the production seen and 
generously welcomed last evening. It is evi- 
dently one of the most ambitious efforts of the 
dramatist, and it was all the more due to him- 
self, as well as to the public, that due preparation 
should have been given to tts presentation. The 
world would have been willing to wait for au- 
other week—yea, for a whole year, for that mat- 
ter—in order to enjoy a ne product of modern 
dramatic art. The world would have been per- 
fectly contented to read trom day to day that 
Mr. Campbell was engaged upon a work of this 
kind, and would have encouraged him (in the 
shape of paragraphs) to continue his noble 
effort, and perfect it, if it took him till the 
millenium to complete it. Mr. Campbell is not 
one of your artists tnat have learned to labor 
and to wait, aud he suffers thereby. In nothing 
can he have suffered more seriously than in the 
hasty manver in which this, his latest drama, 
has been rushed before the public. It would 
be impossible to give a deliberate judg- 
ment. on the merits of a piece 
which was presented throughout in a way 
that could only have been excusable 
at a rehearsal. The applause was bestowed on 
individuals of the company a good deal more 
than it was on the play itself, probably for the 
reason that the acting of the individuals, taken 
as parts without relerence to a whole, was easy of 
comprehension, while the play, as rendered, was 
incomprehensible. The story, such as it is, is not 
well told, or else the way in which the piece was 
represented last evening made it appearso. We 
prefer for the present to give the author the 
benefit of the doubt. The effect, as a whole, 
was quite kaleidoscopic, and the most intelli- 

t and attentive audience would have fourd 
it rather hard to follow the thread of the narra- 
tive without a previous notification of the 
author's design. Three of the four acts re- 
late to affairs of the world. One act—the 
third—is a dream; but there is no 
intimation that it is so, and then the dream 
portion is as much of a wild phantasmagoria as 
the other. With another rehearsal may come a 
clearer comprehension of the meaning of the 
play. Meanwhile it is but —.— to say that 
there were many enjoyable features in it, and 
that the audience showered its apolause very 
liberally upon all who assisted in the perform- 
ance.

Mrs. Maeder. who is an 
old-time favorite here, acts with as much force 
on the lyric as sne formerly did on the dra- 
matic stage. Misses Delaro and Winston are 
pleasing in voice and action. Laurent is not as 
good a singer or actor as Drew; but has im- 
proved since his last appearance here, and filled 
his role very creditably. Allen is, of course, 
weaker than Howson, and Hall is not exactly in 
viace in extravagauza; 1 BOL fe- 
markably exacting in its requirements, and both 
were reasonably successful in their character- 
izations. The chorus is young and fresb, and 
did its work well.

TERRIBLE TORNADO. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 4.—A Stanford, Ky., 
special to the Courier Journal says a terrible tor- 
nado, with a width of 400 yards, swept through 
Casey County between the hours of 2 and 3 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, doing frightful 
damage in the neichborhood of Rich Hill and 
Mount Olive. The whole of the family of Vin- 
cent Wesley, near Rich Hill, consisting 
of himself, wiie, two grown daughters, 
and boy named Sloan, nephew, and William 
Taylor, a neighbor stopping at his © house, 
were killed outright. Another man named 
Richardson had his shoulder and collar-bone 
frightfully smashed. Mrs. Wesiey’s body was 
blown 400 yards. Her clothing was entirely 
stripped off. The two daughters were car- 
ried fifty yards, and were found locked 
in each other’s arms. The father and nephew 
were feartully mangied, and all must have been 
killed by the first force of the tempest. 

The dwelling, stabies, and outhouses were 
blown entirely away, the logs being scattered 
for many yards along the sweep of the tornado, 
and the hearth-and foundation-stones blown 
from their places. 

In the vicinity of Mount Olive, Mrs. Morgan, 
wife of John W. Morgan, was killed, and the 
dwelling and-outhouses of F. Floyd were com- 
pletely swept away, and the timbers scattered 
iu every direction. 

In the Village of Mount Olive several houses 
were swept away and the remainder otberwise 
injured. Fences were blown away along the whole 
course of the tornado, posts and rails being 


destroyed. Large trees were twisted from their 
roots and carried hundreds of yards. A con- 
siderable number of horses, cattle, and other 
stock, and nearly all the poultry in its course, 
were killed. The probable damage is not less 
than 850, 000. 

THE CALIFORNIA FLOOD. 

San Francisco, March 4.—A corresfondent 
of the California Associated Press who has as- 
cended the Sacramento River to Monroeville, 
190 miles above Sacramento City, telegraphs 
that for thg entire distance the country pre- 
sents the appearance of a continuous sea on 
both sides of the river. Not 5,000 acres of land 
along the river for the whole distance have es- 
caped the fooa. The river is now falling rapid- 
ly, and vast tracts of wheat land are making 
theinmppearance, much of which may be saved 
if drying norton winds follow the recent con- 
tinued storm. Between Sacramento and Mon- 
roeville—there are about 250 breaks in the 
levees. Dr. Glenn, a large farmer in Colusa 
County, lost 20,000 sheep and 6,000 acres 
ol wheat by the flood. The main wheat 
lands of Colusa County are five miles from the 
river and are safe. About 10 per cent of the 
wheat crop of that county is ruined, and about 
the same amount damaged. The loss between 
Sacramento and Monroeville in levees, build- 
ings, stock, and crops, will reach 6800. 000, be- 
sides the decrease of the value of property in 
some 8 There is, however, a orospect 
or Gs harvest, and much sediments 
has been deposited, which will renew the land 
where worn by continuous cropping. The flood 
has caused comparatively few cases of personal 
suffering and want. 

San Francisco Bulletin, Feb. 23. 

There is at this date an area of land in Call- 
fornia under water sufficient to form a guod- 
sized State. Tnis area embraces the riches 
and most productive land. Much of it had 
been reclaimed, in part, or wholly. Costly 
levees had been constructed, farms opened, 
roads and farm-houses duilt, orchards 
vianted, vegetable ranches and gardens brought 
nto a highly productive condition. In short, 
the area of land now under water and where 
the crops are nearly or quite destroyed, is su- 
cient to produce cereals for the entire popula- 
tion of the State. Last year was one of drought, 
and much of the upland had rest. This year is 
one of floods which covers the low lands with 
millions of tons or silt. Farms have been de- 
stroyed, houses, barns, and cattle have been 
carried away, and desolating waters are over all 
the tule ranches of the Sacramento Valley. 

One cannot read the account contained 
in a letter to the Bulletin without feeling that 
these tule farmers have been overtaken by a 
great disaster; and yet.the first accounts are 
always exaggerated. The water subsides, farm- 
ers again ciear up their ranches, some late crops 
are put in, the ruin is in a measure re 
good harvests come in years when the 
crops on the uplands are off. Even the 
waters which have wrought so much disaster 
have also carried their fertilizing deposits all 
over these inundated valleys. The lands will 
never wear out. What the Valley of the Nile 
is to Egypt, the Valley of the Sacramento will, 
one day, be to California. It is a curious fact, 
that while the floods spread out over the Sacra- 
mento Vailey iu some places fifteen or twenty 
miles wide, and the large islands in that river 
are under water, there is no flood in the San 
Joaquin River. The average rain-fall for that 
entire valley cam hardly be more than nine 
inches, and this ture has been nearly all 
absorbed.

FREIGHT-RATE PROBLEMS. 

The meeting of the trunk-line Presidents, Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Western Railroad Man- 
agers, and Pool Commissioner, which will be 
held at the Windsor Hotel, New York, to-mor- 
row, is being looked forward to with much in- 
terest, as upon its action depends whether 
harmony shall be restored among the various 
roads leading East from Western points, or the 
present unsettied state of affairs in regard to 
freight-rates shail continue until the close of 
next summer. The various members of the 
Western Executive Committee left for New 
York yesteraay to take part in the proccedings. 
As far as can be learned the managers of all the 
roads are heartily sick of the warfare, and every 
one of them seems to be ready to make con- 
cessions in order to end the present disastrous 
competition. Yet it is by no means certain 
that this meeting will be more successful than 
its predecessors, owing to the rivairy between 
the principal seaports. It looks as if Vander- 
bilt is heartily sick of the New York pool, for 
there can be no doubt that the business inter- 
ests of New Tork bave suffered ge- 
verely since the formation of the pool, 
though the roads individually may have gaia 
by it. The merchants of New York have been 
alter Vanderbilt lately with sharp sticks, and 
his replies to the Board of Trade Committees 
show that he is not entirely insensible to the 
prickings he is receiving. He promises, it aided 
by the municipal authorities, to make all neces- 
sary efforts and expenditures to compete with 
the roads leading to other seaboard cities. This 
promise be will hardly be able to keep as long 
as the New York pool is kept intact. Every 
step that his roads have taken during the last 
few months indi. ate his desire to break up the 
pool without engendering too much hostility 
from competing roads. If the pool is main- 
tained any longer, the prospects are that the 
New York Legislature, which wül be appeaied 
— the merchants of the metropolis, will pass 
a road law that would rather be unpalatable 
to Vanderbilt and other managers ot New York 
roads, and this fact has undoubtedly also some- 
thing to do with the desire of Vanderbijt “ to 
get from under before it will be too late. 

East-bound rates stili continue to be quoted 
at 20 cents per 100 pounds from Chicago to 
New York. The rates from St. Louis and 
other Western points are Said to be still lower. 
The quantity moved at these rates seems to be 
limited only by the number of cars available, 
and doubtiess there never was before so heavy a 
winter traffic in Northwestern produce; and 
most of the roads are making unusual 
gross earnings. But it is impossible that any 
profit can be made at such rates. That reported 
from St. Louis is at the rate of 0.34 cents per 
ton per mile, and there are heavy terminal ex- 
penses at New York which remain the same, be 
the freight-rates high or low. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., March 4.— Tue thirty- 
first annual report of the Directors of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad will be published to-morrow. 
It shows that the earnings of the main line the 
past year were $15,983,456; total expenses, 
$10,751,138; net earnings, $8,232,318. A sum- 
mary of the lines directly operated east and 
west oi Pittsburg shows: Gross earnings of 
all the lines from traffic in 1877, $54,150,720; 
gross expenses, excluding @tatals, interest,

The present tendency to a diversion of the grain 
trade from this city is so strongly marked as to be 
notited by most of those who are engaged in the 
business, and some of them think that a con- 
ference” should be called, even if the one pro- 
posed in the Old World be abandoned. The great 
trouble with such a conference would probably be 
the inclination of each member to look for faults 
in other classes than the one to which he belongs. 
The warehousemen would probably not dream of the 
possibility of winter storage charges being reduced 
to attract grain better during the time that lake 
navigation is suspended. The advocates of the 
present system of inspection would be the last to 
admit that the system could be improved or re- 
placed by a better, and the men who uphold the 
wisdom of the rules of the Board of Trade, as now 
existent, would be slow to advocate a revision of 
tne rules. Nevertheless, the matter would beara 
searching investigation, which might result in 
benefit to all parties concerned. 

It does not now seem probable that the cancer 
sore of railroad discriminations conld be im- 
mediately cured by any meeting or resolving that 
might be undertaken oy business- men. Yet even 
that is worth an effort. The mischief bas grown 
to such formidable dimensions that it ought not to 
be a aifficult task to raise a very strong and per- 
sistent opposition tp its longer continuance, 

The leading produce markets were weak yester- 
day, nearly all of them tending downward. The 
news from Europe was more pacific in its tone, 
and British console were higher, with dullness in 
breadstaffs. The weather in the West was fine, 
and our receipts of grain were larger, chiefly in 
corn, while hogs were more“) numerous than was 
wanted, our packers not being anxious to operate 
with such big stocks already on hand. The out- 
ward movement in grain was rather large for the 
season. 

Domestic dry goods met with a reasonably active 
demand, and were steady and firm as previously 
quoted. Buyers are beginning to arrive, and are 
canvassing the market with reference to their 
spring purchases. There was a fair movement in 
staple and fancy groceries, and a pretty steady set 
of prices. Sugars were stronger, under the influ- 
ence of a reported deficiency in the Cuba crop of 
some 250, 000 tons. Prices of foreign and domestic 
dried fruits were unchanged. A very fair business 
was in progress, and most lines were held well up 
to the quoted prices. Fish were not as active as 
they should be at this time of year, but the 
demand is gradually improving, and dealers antic- 
ipate a satisfactory movement byand by. Prices 
are fairly steady. No change of moment was ap- 
parentin the butter and cheese markets. Choice 
and fancy grades are comp@ratively scarce, and 
find quick sale at full figures. Prices of oils were 
without change. Paints and colors are receiving 
more attention. Nothing new was developed in 
connection with the bagging, leather, tobacco, 
coal. and wood markets. 

The lumber market was fairly active, the com 
mon grades being firm. Trade with the West u 
improving daily, and the country dealers in the 
interior of this State are buying more freely than 
they did a week ago. The pleasant wefther is dry- 
ing the roads and making travel possible. The 
logeing-season is nearly at an end, and in some 
sections the camps are breaking up and 
the men are coming out of the woods. The stock of 
logs ia much below au average. Shingles are quoted 
easier at the yards on eccount of the large ol 
and moderate demand. Building materials are 
improving in demand, and brick are ürm. Wool 
was dull and easier in consequence of the break 
in the Eastern market. Seeds were in good re- 
quest, scarce, and firmer. The receipts are small, 
and the stock in store has been reduced, so that 
little is left that is likely to come on the market # 
present. Hay was in request andfirm. Poultry 
was dull and weak, thouch not plenty. The™mild 
weather made sellers anxions to dispose of ~~ 
dressed stock. Eggs were easier.

The room 
was very vacant and very cold. and noone cared 
to act. Finally Mr. Louis Lesser was called 
upon, and he said that he was opposed to selling 
liquor to children and boys, but when a young 
man came into a saloon who looked like a man, 
they had no right to ask him his age, but should 
simply give him what he asked for. They were 
law abiding citizens, and the saloon-keepers had 
no objections to living up tothe law. What they 
wanted was to have conservative men elected to 
office. Neither temperance men nor drunkards were 
wanted. Let them look to the coming election, 
and see that their licenses and taxes were not 
thrown away. He wanted to support a fair and 
just Government. 

Mr. Lesser was then elected temporary Chair- 
man. Tbomas still tried to hold control, and was 
about to write a series of resolutions, a constitu- 
tion. etc., when he was again sat upon, but not 
effectually. A Secretary was wanted, and no one 
desired to serve, but, after nearly an hour's log- 
rolling upon Thomas’ part, H. H. Benney was se- 
lected. The latter was given Thomas’ constitu- 
tion to read, but, as he could not decipher it, there 
was another delay. Thomas smiled. Several 
wanted to know where Thomas kept his saloon. 
Some called pimashark. Another asked him if he 
remembered the Countess of Pertn, and if he ever 
recollected Milbank. Then some one tried to 
throw a bombshell in the camp by suggesting that 
they work in harmony with the North Side Associa- 
tion. The Chair tried to explain, but his replies were 
peculiariy enigmatical. inally he proposed to 
adjourn the meeting until 4 o’clock Thursday af- 
ternoon. Then there was another hitch. 

Mr. Lynch asked Thomas if he was a ealoon- 
keeper. The latter claimed to represent a saloon- 
keeper, and said that he had borne the expense of 
advertising and hiring the hall. 

John H. Raap then got up and wanted them to vo 
te work and organize. He was called to the chair. 
Benney was re-elected Secretary.

BROKEN BANKS. 
THE BEEHIVE. 

Judge Williams yesterday gave a decision in the 
Beenive Bank case which will be good newe to the 
disconsolate believers in Sydney Myers ard his ad- 
visers. It wtll be remembered that among the 
vaunted attractions offered by * manager of the 
Beehive were certain investment certificates popa- 
larly known as the Chandler certificates, which were 
issued in sums of $100 and upwards, and adver- 
tised as secured on real-estate securities worth far 
more than the amount of certificates. The rate of 
interest was 73-10 per cent which, also was at- 
tractive. A large number of depositors in the 
bank and others invested in these certificates, ana 
for a time all went well. But after the bank failed 
a serious question was raised about the legality of 
the whole scheme, The securities nad been bought 
with money derived from the savings deposits, and 
the depositors naturally thought they were entitled 
to them.
